Last April the Pope called for 
an international . regime in the 
Jerusalem area, the safeguarding 
of all Holy Pieces, free access for 
all pilgrims, and liberty for all 
Catholic cultural institutions in 
yhe country. 

His present “exhortation” was 
issued as the United Nations 
General Assembly neared dis- 
cussion of the proposal te inter- 
naticnalise Jerusalem, submitted 
by the United Nations Concila- 
tion Commission.
